tracts. It extends to those not yet 
tried or sentenced. Those convicted 
of crimes for over ten years ago, are 
to be rqlcased or transferred to Si- 
beria as colonists and those now serv- 
ing as colonists are.to be allowed to 
choose residence but must not live in 
St. Petersburg or'Moscow for three 
years.

Rioting and anti-Jewish outrages oc- 
curred at Saratoft, where many shops 
were plundered. A bomb was thrown 
during the conflicts between rioters 
and soldiers and several were killed 
or wounded.

General'Sturdevant to pay particular 
attention to' the estate of -the late 
Frederick Pabst of! Milwaukee and 
A. P. Lovejoy of Janesville. 
When 


shown the above mentioned dispatch 
this morning, Attorney W. G. Wheeler 
said that he thought the reference 
to the Lovejoy estate -was erroneous, 
as the estate had 
paid 
the 
tax, 


amounting to thirty-five hundred-dol- 
lars, this last summer, and held the 
receipts for the same signed by the 
secretary of state. The Sentinel^ in 
speaking of the new move on the part 
of the administration, says:

about it. Judge Comstock' has been 
looking up the law-pretty thoroughly 
and when we are prepared we will 
push the work with vigor. We have 
fOUn-a a number of instances of own- 
ers1 of big estates who have transferred 
them on their death beds in order 
to evade the law, but we find that the 
law makes provision against such 
evasion and that it -will not avail to 
do so.
